Be Combatted 


Native Parasites 


I l l i n o i s Entomologists 
Plan to Fight Fire With 


Fire in 1945 


The adage of fighting fire with 


fire has been adapted to fighting 
insects with insects. 


The European corn borer was in- 


troduced into this country 
from 


.Europe, where it was attacked 
and in part held in check by sev- 
eral species of parasites which 
developed upon and destroyed a 
fair percentage of the corn borer. 
The borer is now a major insect 
pest in Illinois and other corn 
belt states. 


G. C. Decker, entomologist. Illi- 


nois Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion and State Natural History 
Survey, 
>-eports that when 
the 


corn borer was introduced 
into 


the United States these parasites 
were left behind. 
As a conse- 


quence the corn borer populations 
have increased to abnormally high 
levels in the absence 
of 
their 


parasitic enemies. 


Several years ago some 01 these 


parasites were introduced and be- | 
came established in some of the ' 
Atlantic seaboaid states. 
Recent 


reports indicate that the parasites 
now contribute materially to the. 
control of the corn borer in that 
area. 


For the past two years the Na- 


tural History Survey has co-op- 
erated with the Bureau of Ento- 
mology and Plant Quarantine in 
collecting 
parasite 
material 
in j 


Massachusetts. 
Connecticut 
and 


New Jersey for shipment to Illi- 
nois. It was hoped the parasites 
would beconie established and be 
of help in controlling the Euro- 
pean corn borer. 


Dr. Decker explained that the 


parasites alone are not apt to con- 
trol the borer in any given areas, 
but "we may hope that they will 
contribute in some fair degree to 
the annual reduction of corn borer 
populations, at least 
in certain 


iavorable areas." 


Not Discouraged 


In 3944 over 30.000 parasites 


were liberated at selected points 
in 16 Illinois counties. Collections 
of corn borers made at these var- 
ious release points last October 
and November showed that para- 
sites were recovered at only one 
ot the 36 places. 


"This does not mean, however," 


Decker said, "that the. parasites 
may not have become istablisned 
at several of the other release 
points, because the samples taken 
from the Jield populations were 
small and the possibility that es- 
tablished parasites in the area 
escaped our attention is compara- 
tively large." 


"We are by no means discour- 


aged by our tailure to recover 
large numbers of parasites, and 
we plan to again release large 
numbers ol panisilis this year. 
Because 
ot 
the 
many hazards 


those 
tiny 
nisei is lace in 
at- 


tempting to establish themselves 
in new environments, ollicials feel 
that such a project should be con- 
tinued for at least three \cars be- 
iorp tmal conclusions aie drawn." 


The 
entomologist 
spoke of a 


reasonable hope that some ot the 
parasites will beiome "Stablishecl 
and will annually make a definite 
contubution to the niluction or 
the borer populations. 
Uniortun- 


atcly. we all have a tendency to 
expect and hope that nature in 
some miraculous way will come 
to our rescue and effect control 
of oui serious insect pests and 
thus relieve us of the responsibil- 
ity of co-operating 
with nature 


and assisting in the control ol 
these pests." 


He pointed out that it would 


tie necessary to continue to de- 
velop and use not one but all 
of the possible means of keeping 
the corn borer populations from 
increasing.

May-June), are as follows: For 
April, 60 c«nts per hundredweight 
of whole milk produced and sold 
and 17 cents per pound of butter- 
fat: for May and June, 25 cents 
for whole milk. 10 cents for but- 
terfat. 


Dairy producers should submit 


evidence for all three months of 
the 
period 
on 
one application. 


Applications for April-May-June. 
1915 must be submitted within 60 
days after June 30. 


The 
July - August - September. 


19-15 payment rates are uniform 
for the period: -15 cents per hund- 
red pounds of whole milk delivered 
and 13 cents per pound of butter- 
fat delivered. 


The same 
payment ratcs~-60 


cents for milk. 17 cents for but- 
terfat—are scheduled for the win- 
ter pi eduction months' October- 
November-December, 1915: Janu- 
ary-February-March. 
1916. 


The new rates are bused on leg- 


islation providing funds for this 
program beyond the present fiscal 
year. Although the rates are sub- 
ject to adjustments to compensate 
for any upward change in milk 
or dairy prices, the announcement 
of the program for a full year 
ahead gives fanners a 
definite 


basis on which to plan operations. 


Farmers have only a short time- 


left in which to sign up for the 
19-15 AAA program. Garrison said 
today. 


June 1st is the last day on which 


farm planr can be signed. Farm- 
ers who wish to participate in the 
1915 
AAA program and receive 


j payments for carrying out conser- 


vation practices on their farms. 
must have jigned a Farm Plan 
before this closing- date. 


All farm plans are now in the 


county office at Amboy. Farmers 
who have not signed then 
farm 


plan can call at the county office. 
Amboy and do so belore June 1.

quested a meeting with the Rus- 
sians to arrange for the return of 
the prisoners, 
but no reply 
has 


been 
received. 
Soviet 
approval 


would be necessary before air eva- 
cuation could be employed. 


Best available estimates at this 


advance SHEAF headquarters de- 
clared there were approximately 
200,000 British and 76,800 Ameri- 
can war 
prisoners 
in Germany. 


Nearly half are believed to be in 
the Russian zone, presumably itill 
waiting in camps. 


It is not certain that the Rus- 


sians would agree to direct aerial 
evacuation. Soviet military au- 
thorities might move the prisoners 
to British and American forward 
positions, however, 
from 
which 


they could be flown. 


Even that method 
would be 


weeks faster than a long transport 
route through 
Odessa 
on the 


south, over which some allied pris- 
oners have, come. 


A few have made their way out
